Prairie Grove, Texas, Devastated by a 
Cyclone—Great Loss of Life and Damage 
to Property—Havoc by a Cloud-Burst at 
Medicine Lodge, Kan.—Trains Delayede 


Gatvestox, Texas, April 23.—The News’ Meria, 
Texas, special says: “Prairie Grove neighborhood, 
eight miles south of Mexia, was visited about 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon by a severe cyclone, 
causing serious results in life and property. A two- 
story school house in which were about fifty chil- 
dren, was blown down and torn to pieces, killing 
one and wounding several children. The casualties 
are as follows: Fourteen-year-old daughter of J. P, 
Swing, killed; Estelie Coos, leg broken; two chil- 
cren of E. Herring, leg and arm broken; two chil- 
dren of Mr. O'Hara, legs broken and injured intér- 
nally, The house of D. McKinnon was biown down, 
seriously injuring McKinnon.

Loxpon, April 23.—At 11 o'clock this morning an 
explosion occurred in the basement of the Admiral- 
ty Building. The building was badly damaged and 
many persons were injured. Among them were 
some of the head officials of the department, The 
explosion was undoubtedly caused by gun cotton or 
dynanuite. 

CAUSED BY A PREMATURE DISCHARGE. 

11:30 a. m.—Great excitement was caused in the 
Admiralty Office in Whitehall at 11 o'clock this fore- 
poon by an explosion in a room on the basement of 
that building. The firemen and police were prompt- 
ly summoned and all the gates of the Admiralty 
Building were closed. A special guard was at once 
posted, and no person was allowed to enter or de- 
part from the premises until a thorough examina- 
tion could be made, It is supposed that the ex- 
plosion was caused by the premature discharge of 
a projectile which had been sent tothe Admiralty

THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY INJURED. 

Noon.—The explosion occurred in the Secretary's 
Department. Mr. Edwin N. Swainson, assistant 
secretary and principal clerk, received a severe 
scalp wound, Itissaid that other officials were 
also injured, but none 80 seriously as Mr. Swainson. 
It is now believed thatthe explosion was not acci- 
dental, but it was caused by dynamite. A large 
force of detectives, under Inspector O'Hagan, has 
been posted around the Admiraity Building, and 
no one is allowed to leave until after identification. 
It is now regarded as certain that either gun-cotton 
or dynamite:was used to cause the explosion. 

THE ROOM A COMPLETE WRECK. 

Mr. Swainson's room, in which the explosion took 
place, was made a complete wreck. The adjacent 
corridors were very much damaged, while all the 
windows fronting on the Horse Guards’ parade 
were blown out, Several of the inspectors of ex- 
plosives attached to the Home Office were promptly 
on the ground and are makinga critical examina- 
tion of the wreckage. Noarrests have been made 
up to this hour, nor has any one been detained even 
on suspicion. Noclew of any kind whatever has 
yet been obtained asto the origin of the explo- 
sion, 

SUSPECTED THE NIHILISTS. 

12:30 p. m.—The explosion this morning badly 
damaged the room in which it occurred, and set it 
on fire. The*®officials and firemen soon extin- 
guished the flames. The Cabinet Ministers were 
immediately informed by telegraph of the explo 
sion, and were furnished with all the facts in con- 
nection therewith that were ascertainable at the 
time. A special messenger was dispatched to the 
Home Office, and Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
Home Secretary, was thus notified of the affair. 
Mr. William Sproston Caine, M. P., Civil Lord of the 
Admiralty, was summoned by telegraph, and he 
shortly afterwards arrived at the scene of the ex- 
plosion.

THE CAUSE NOT YET KNOWN. 

The employes of the Admiralty Office have been 
working day and night for some time past in order

-dan and for other purposes, and any disaster to the 
building at present would cause a serious delay. An 
inspector, after a cursory examination, expressed 
doubt asto whetberthe explosion was caused by 
gas, gunpowder or dynamite. 

AN EXAMINATION BEING MADRS.

A Systematic and Effective Strike to be In- 
augurated by the Operators. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, April 283.--The prophecies made by the 
telegraphers about two years ago that the victory 
then won by the corporation would bear bitter 
fruits, will, in the opinion of prominent labor men, 
be proven ina very few days. The Chicago dis- 
patch printed Monday, stating that the operators 
would shortly strike for extra pay, was not .re- 
ceived with any surprise by the labor people, and 
certainly not by telegraph operators. The great 
cause of the failure ofthe strike two years ago, 
the operators said, was not so mucha iack of 
funds as a wae of secrecy; and, as one of the op- 
erat ors put it. the coming events had cast such 
very warning shadows that the companies had bad 
quite sufficient time to engage new hands. 
Awydperator in the Western Union Telegraph 
Company said, in speaking on the matter, that the 
company had bound ali the men by iron-clad oaths, 
not to join apy secret association of operators, with 
the hope that without organization a strike could 
not be successfully carried on. This oath, made, 
as it was, under threat of dismissal from work, the 
operators did not consider binding, and active 
organization had been in on 
ali over the country. The most enthusiastic work 
had been goitz on in Chicago and in this city and 
Boston. The wantof money, the operators said, 
was a great factor in the failures of the past, and 
willbe avertedin the future by not having the 
strike general, but only 1n three or four of the prin- 
cipal cities at once, By this means the very heart 
of telegrapbie communication wili be

and the idle hands can be easily supported by the 
busy hands eisewhere throughout the country. The 
intention was originally to stab the Western Unioa 
directiy in the heart by striking in New York.

The Mysterious Disappearance of Farmer

Wassincton, D. C., April 28.—Assistant 
Secretary Porter deciines to talk about 
his controversy with éx-Congressman Whitthorne.

AN INDUSTRIOUS SESSION. 


The Illin ois Legislature Considers a Num- 
of Important Bills, 

By Telegravh to the Fost-Dispatok. 

SPRINGFIELD, Iut., April 23.—In the Senate to-day, 
Senator White introduced a copy of the Indiana 
law regulating telephone companies, which fixes 
the maximum charge for one instrument at $3 per 
month. The eleetion bill drafted by the Citizens’ 
Association of Chicago for a general reconstruction 
of the election law was passed by the Senate with 
only two negative votes, Kelly of Adams, and 
Hamiltou of Sangamon, A copy of the same bill 
is on second readinginthe House. Senator White 
introduced a minority report favoring the passage 
of his bill for a uniform $250 liquor license, and the 
bill was defeated by laying the whole 
subject on the table. The Senate 
went into executive session and voted 
26 to 16 against the confirmation of O. H. Wright as 
& Penitentiary Commissioner. He was opposed by 
White and other Republicans. The confirmation 
was left undisposed of by the breaking of a quorum 
by the Republicans on a motion to reconsider the 
vote, and the executive session arose without set- 
tling any of the confirmations. 


THE RAILROAD CONSOLIDATION. 
The House session was devoted to consideration 
of bills on third reading. When Dili’s bill, provid- 
ing for the consolidation of railroad corporations, 
was reached in the regular order, the author asked 
for a postponement of the bill for one week. but 
the House refused to allow the delay by a large 
majority. Judge Messick spoke in opposition to 
the bill. He said that under its provisions the Illi- 
nois Central could be consolidated with the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Road and deprive the State of 
its 7 per cent of the gross earnings of the road, by 
taking the name of the ‘Frisco Line, because the 
gross earnings could never be discovered and sep- 
arated. 
Linegar disputed Messick’s arguments and deliv- 
ered a long speech in support of the bill, showing 
many ways in which it would operate to the benefit 
of the public. 

THE JOINT SESSION, 

The hour having arrived’ for the joint session the 
discussion was suspended. There were 181 mem- 
bers present. Senator Morris arrived at noon, 
completing the Republican membership present, 
with the exception of Sittig and Senator Wheeler. 
The 100 Republicans voted solidly for Logan, and 
the Democrats remained silent, Two ballots were 
taken with the same results.

Chicago Crumbling Away. 

Special to the Cleveland. Leader. 

Chicago's public buildings, of whose magnificence 
its citizens have been so proud, and which it was 
thought would be “things of beauty and joys for- 
ever,” are in a fair way to tumble ont of sightin a 
hurry. ‘To-day another one of the great cornices of 
the new Court House, which is barely finished, fell, 
knocking off half a dozen projecting ornaments .on 
its way down and making a wreck at the sidewalk. 
This makes about twenty immense blocks of stone, 
weighing from 500 to 2,000 pounds, which have failen 
off the huge edifice within two months. Each has 
barely missed crushing a number of citizens out of 
existence, and now that side of the street is avoided 
like adeadline. It is amusing tosee a man or a 
couple start leisurely up that way, and then sud- 
denly remembering, glance at the building, and 
dash across the streetas if life depended on it. 
Architects pronounce the whole of the imposing 
pile unsafe, and declare it will be but a short time 
when it will all fall to pieces. The stone of which 
the building is constructed is ofa very poor kind, 
and not at all suited to Chicago's alternate freezing 
and thawing. The Post Office, too, isin the same 
coudition. It has been condemned a dozen times as 
& most dangerous structure, and not more than a 
glance is needed at the great cracks an inch or 
more wide which traverse its broad sides hither and 
yon to believe any statement that may be made 
against it. As Mayor Harrison remarked to-day, 
the Jail appears to be about the only building that 
can be relied on.

What Workingmen are Doing in the Di ffer- 
ent States—The Situation in Various 
Trades Organizations—§ 300,000 for Two 
strikes—Co-Operation—Items Gleaned in 
the Field of Labor. 


Combinations among manufacturers have fre- 
quently done more harm than good. The case in 
point is that of the New England tack manufact- 
urers, who sought to establish a close monopoly in 
the tack manufacturing business by’killing off and 
buying up all competition. An effort was made to 
limit production by laying off a certain number of 
machines and compensating the owners of the idle 
machinery, who were called pensioners. It is said 
that $36,000 was annually paid out in this way. 
Outside manufac turing was built up, and forced a 
reduction on Aprill of 25 per cent, besides cash 
discounts. This pension system affected one-half 
of the machines in the country. But the Central 
Manufacturing Company, as the manufacturers 
call themselves, determined to carry on the war, 
if it takes all summer and their ammunition holds 


out. 
THERE HAS BEEN A GREAT DEAL 


said for and against the system of drumming up 
trade. Thé boot and shoe manufacturers have felt 
themselves burdened sometimes by this drumming 
policy, but there seems to beno escape from it. 


There are 25,000 retail boot and shoe dealers and 
40,000 general stores selling boots and shoes in the 
United States. There are about 590 traveling sales- 
men, and it is figured up that it is the befter policy 
for these 500 traveling salesmen to be kept on the 
road than that 65,000 sellers of boots and shoes 
should come individually to market.

There- 
fore they will take the lesser of the two evils. 

Several boot and shoe manufacturers were inter- 
viewed last week as tothe difficnities in the eA of 
anexport trade. The obstacles were in brief set 
forth as high-priced American labor, cheap English 
labor, cheaper French labor and chea 8 bh 
labor; that the absence of shipping facilities also 

,gave the foreign shippers every advantage, and 
that established markets in Mexican and Southern 
countries were an obstacle which local manufact- 
urers could not easily overturn. One or two 
manufacturers are shipping in an experimental sort 

fa way. 
: The boss carpenters of New York have agreed to 
ay the union scale of $3,20 per day. . The brick- 
ayers agreed, after a long talk, on Tuesday to work 
on the nine-hour system at forty-two cents per 
hour, except on Saturday, when eight hours will 
constitute & day's work. 

The Cigarmakers’ International Union has de- 
cided to withdraw supplies from the Cincinnati 
cigarmakers, who have lost $200,000 in wages. It 
would seem that a sufficient sacrifice when wages 
are good would secure funds enough to establish 
cowperative factories. 

Engineers are giving a good deal of attention to 
the new method of laying submarine pipes of 
proper diameter to be used as tunnels for the pass- 
age of railroad trains. Tubes ten feet long are 
bolted together by means of inside flanges. If this 
is found practicable the system may be used for a 
tunnel under the St. Clair River, and severai other 
jiaces where tunnels are needed and are not built 
Recause of the engineering difficulties and great 
expense,

as was announced in the Post-Drspatom last

They have 
done as they pleased on all previous occasions, and 
will continue to do so in the future. As the Amer- 
ican Association feebly declined taking its proper 
lace as the leading organization of the country, it 
must submit in the future to put up with whatever 
is doled out to it, unless war is opened next season 
and the reserve rule is ignored,as some of the 
bolder and more aggressive spirits wish to. This 
would mean war to the xnife, but at 
present moderation is the wiser course. 
Mr. H. D. McKnight is being extensively quoted 
inregard to the matter, and as president of the 
American Association his opinions are to a degree 
important. But Mr. McKnight wiil have to pay at- 
tention to the wishes of the clubs represented in the 
Association and his ideas are nothing more nor less 
than any individual might hold; they will probably 
have DO weight in the meeting. When he did repre- 
sent aclub and had an important voice, he 
was not noted for h ualities as 
a “stayer,” and more than once hauled in his horns 
and reééded from positions in which he was placed 
by aproper sense of independence and justice. 
For the present, therefore, it is likely that the 
American Association, instead of creating a rup- 
ture Which can do it mo good, will place itself right 
with public opinion as did the League in re-instat- 
ing its black-listed and expelie@ men, and no doubt 
the members will realize the fact that any other 
course would be suicidal.

The League Pitching Rules. 

There is a fight going on in Le@gue ranks regard- 
ing the new pitching rule and its restrictions. Both 
Chicago and Providence favor an amepdment, but 
the Boston Herald takes an opposite view, and 
couments: “A correspondent writes that, because 
the League clubs have been defeated by the Ameri- 
can Association clubs so frequently, a return should 


be made to the old pitching rules, or the League 
will suffer as an association and financially, The 
Leazue has done wonderfully well with the new 
pitching rule. It was a great handicap for ita 
clubs, without any practice under the new form, to 
face American Association clubs and do as 
well as they did. The rule has not yet had a fair 
tria}, and will not have until the clubs opposing 
each other play under the same pitching rules 
When the pitchers become conversant with the 
new style, its advocates believe that ic will be found 
hard enough to make hits and runs. It already ap- 
pears that the batting will be better, yet, in all’ the 
games in which the League Clubs played with the 
American Association, noe of the former's pitch- 
(rs were batted out of the box.

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_ What College Athletics Oost. 
Anarticle in the Philadelphia Times gives the 
following facts and figures on the above interesting 
subject: 

College athletics cost more than is generally sup- 
posed. Havard and Yale have the heaviest boating 
expenses, Columbia coming next. The paper shells 


in which these colleges row their races cost from 

to . Trainers 4nd coaches must be hired 
and eating tables provided, at which the diet of the 
crews may be closely watched. The crews eat at 
training tables from Easter up to the race in June 
at a cost of about $100 per man. After they have 
been coached and trained for three months they are 
sent to New London, Coun., where the races are 
rowed on the Thames. Here they are kept at the 
respective boat houses under the strictest training. 
They are coached daily from the steam launches, 
which accompany them. Yale owns a steam launch 
and the cost is reduced to $12 duily for coal and 
service. The other colleges hire launches and the 
expense is increased. 

All the crews are uniformed at a cost of $15 to 
” per man. Yale presents its crew with white 

nhel guits, beside the regular uniform, at an ex- 
pense of $200. Marvard’s expense in this line is 
even larger. Thetotal cost of the New London 
race for Harvard, Yale or Uolumbia, is about 

7,000. The Harvara freshmen last year paid 

2,500 for the luxury of a defeat by the Columbia 
freshmen. A class regatta at Harvard or Yale costs 
about $350 for each erew, not considering the pur- 
chase of asiell, Class shelis cost $350, oars $75. 
Each class uses two shelis in its course. Barges for 
practice and rough rowing cost $200, Almost all 
paper shells used in college races are made at 
iroy, N. Y. 

Base ball costs less than rowing and can depend 
somewhat on gate receipts. Wiiliainsand Amherst 
will pay $1,200 each for their respective teams this 
year; Harvard, Yale and Princeton from $1,500 to 
$1,800. Yale employs Jones, formerly of the Ath- 
letics, to coach its nine. Princeton and Brown also 
have professional coaches, who receive about >- 
each. ln track athietics the principal cost is for 
trainers and grounds. All the coileges which com- 
pete in the inter-collegiate games at Mott Haven 
employ professional athietes as trainers, paying 
them trom §$: to $400 for the season. In the 
larger colieges athletic, grounds are provided b 
gifts of the alumni, as in the case of Holmes fle! 
at Harvard, aud Yale’s new park, which, with its 
track and graod stand, cost about $75,000. 

Foot-bali nas late.y become self-supporting at 
most of the larger colleges. Tennis at Harvard 
tuis year wiil cost $4,000, at Yale $1,000. - Renting 
courts and keeping them in orderis what makes 
the expense. A freshman ciass at Harvard pays 
$5,000 for its crew, foot-ball eleven, base-ball nine, 
iacrosse team and tug-of-war. At Yale and Co- 
jumbia the correspouding expease is somewhat 
less. Traveling expenses, hoiei bills (only first- 
class horeis), trophies for the victors, etc., make a 
further demand upon the students’ pockets. Ali 
these expenses are defrayed by voluntary subscrip- 
tious of the students and alumni.

A Barber’s Olaims for the Members 
of His Profession,

No More Cutting—The Shaving of Twenty 
Years Ago—“‘Spunk’’ and Collodion Ban- 
ished—Angry With the Coroner, 


“The scar in Preller’s hand which, it is claimed, 
was inflicted by a careless barber, calls attention to 
the great improvement that bas been made in 
tonsorial art." This was the remark of a barber 
who dexterously flourished a razor anda perse- 
vering tongue over a Post-Dispatcn reporter’s face 
this morning. “The fact is, that 
the public are not aware of 


the strides that the art of barbering has made in 
recent years, and they implicitiy believe the state- 
ment thatthe now famous cuton Preller’s hand 
was caused by a barber's carelessness. Now, } 
would be willing to bet a good sum that if the bar- 
ber were given a chance to explain, that he could 
readily show that the gash was made by Preliler’s 
own nervousness. Why, asimilar.case occurred 
in my shop not many days ago, but it nad a more 
serious aspect. A very nervous customer got in the 
chair and was continually moving around in spite 
of all the artist could do to make him keep quiet. 
There was no special reason for the gentleman's 
apparent desire to jump out of the chair, as thé 
barber didn’t chew tobacco and talked less 
than two hundred words a _ minute. But 
just as the barber gh a downward flirt 
to the keen blade to wipe it on the paper lying on 
the victim's breast, a fly |ighted on the reclinin 
person's face, and the sufferer raising his left han 
quickly caught the razor just below the thumb. As 
each was moving with no small velocity,

and it was a very lucky thing that the digit was not 
entirely taken off.” 

“Well, where does all this improvement come in 
that you were speaking about?" 

‘You don’t think there has been, but if I should 
begin to shave you now as was the custom twenty 
years ago, you would be out of the chair in two 
minutes and I would stand a good chance of getting 
not a single cent for my work. Backin the fifties 
and sixties, I can remember well, as I was scraping 
faces then, that a barber was never expec to get 
through with a customer without yes him, 
and ssi he go to the cal of 
‘next!’ without blood on his razor, he was 
looked upon as altogether a phenomenon. It was 
the general, I may say the universal, thing for bar- 
bers to be as bungling, and preparations were al- 
ways made to stop bieeding. Spunk, the material 
made celebrated by connection with the famous 
flintlo¢ék muskets of our heroic anccstors, was kept 
on hand constantly to dry up a cut, and it 
much of a. barber's outfit as bay 
bow. I recollect well how § th 
of collodion was in frequent use, and w 
scrimmaging about there was when 
happened to run out. Now the barbers have become 
so expert that a cut, except in the case of a pimple 
or some other elevation on the surface of the skin, 
is a very rare exception. Spunk has disappeared as 
completely from tonsorial paraphernalia as 
it has from the accoutrements of 
and the collodion bottle is no 
flected in the barber's. window. y 
awkward knight of the razor draws blood, but such 
examples are so infrequent that a little alum kept 
convenient answers ali styptic purposes. Now, all 
this knowlege that we have been growing toward 
perfection every year in this art which is so near 
the happiness of all men, makes me and every 
other reputable barber

The Oklahoma Boomers Decide to Disband 
for the Presept. 

Arkansas Crry, Kan., April 28.~—The Oklahoma 
movement collgpsed yesterday so far as any pres- 
ent attempts to reach Oklahoma is concerned, and 
the “boomers” have decided to go home and await 
further action on the part of the Government. 
When Captain Couch, their leader, went to Wash- 
ington two weeks ago to personally state his case to 
Secretary Lamar, there were some few who be- 
lieved that favorable action would be had, but 
when Secretary Lamar told Couch that he and his 
men must keep out of Oklahoma, and that the 
cattle men must go i out also, the 
colonists accepted the situation for the time 


being. Capt. Crouch, who came back from Wash- 
ington Monday, was joined here last night by Sidney 
Ciark, who has been representing the boomer inter- 
est in Washington for several months, Late in the 
evening @ consuitation was held with a special 
committee of ten of the boomer leaders as to what 
should be done. One or two hot heads among the 
“boomers” were for utterly iznoring the wishes or 
decision of the Secretary or the President, and the 
consultation lasted iate into the night and finally a 
report was arrived at. There wasa deal of bit- 
terness displayed and an attempt was made to defeat 
the report prepared by the Special Committee, but 
it was anally adopted, and read as follows: 
Wuergas, Tne members of Payne's Oklahoma 
Colony have received the — of Captain Couch,

RAILWAY INSOLVENCIES. 


Thirty-seven Ruads in the Hands of Re- 
ceivers Since January. 

Cuicaco, April 28.—The Railway Age to-day pub- 
lishes a list of twenty railroads that have been 
placed in the hands of receivers from January 1 to 
March 81, 1885. The total capital stock and bonds 
of these corporations, aggregates $275,289,000, The 
Age says: “Our record for 1884 gave the total 
number of roads placed in receivers’ hands as 
thirty-seven, embracing 11,088 miles of libe, and 
$715,000.000 of capital and debt. The first quarter 
of this year already shows more than one-half as 
many roads, more than 87 per cent of the mileage, 
and about 40 per cent of the total amount of capi- 
tal stock Involved by the receiverships of the en- 
tire preceding year. Should the ratiofor the re- 
maining nine months be the same, the record of 
the year will probably indicate a greater aggregute 
of railway insolyencies than any previous year in 
the history of the country.

The presence of grand opera in Chicago dur- 
ing the past week has given us an opportunity 
to note the progress of musical criticism in that 
town, too. It is interesting to compare the 
achievements of the Chicago critics with those 
of their brethren in the rival metropolis of the 
Mississippi valley. The difference of tone, of 
style, and of technique is striking. The two 
methods are diametrically opposite. The Chi- 
cago critic does not concern himself with the 
number of the family in the audience, 
nor with Pierre Garneau’s Spartan demeanor 
when confronted by the spectacle of the ballet. 
He ignores altogether the realistic details which 
are 80 conspicuous in the work of the St. Louis 
men, and he soars on the pinions of cultured 
imagination into the loftiest regions of ethical 
and gsthetical geueralization. Instead of imi- 
tating the frisky, familiar. even confidential 
style of the St. Louis school, he devotes his 
energies to the construction of sentences John- 
sonian in calibre, and loaded with two-ton 
cannon balls of thought. Listen now to the 
Chicago musical critic: 

“This was an occasion to justify the most lavish 
use of descriptive superlatives, for the brilliancy 
aud elegance of the imposing assembiy equaled in 
every respect its exceptional numeric splendor. 
The social array was to aconspicuous degree the 
most seductive of admiring regard of any that bave 
hitherto given grace toa local event, and it was 

ned pleasure that the people improved 

the opportunities between acts to rise and look 
about upon their rival aids in making a spectacle so 
brilliant. The animated murmur of conversation, 
the exhilarating confusion of gay and chatting 
people with difficulty passing from seat ‘to seat in 
an exchange of greetings and the amenities of gos- 
sip, indicated the informal disposition to enjoyment 
that was determined in the enthusiastic and liberal 
applause by which the distinguished singers 
were deservedly hovored as the opera pro- 
d. There was no lack of warmth, such 

as tended to discourage some worthy efforts 
of nights before, no ro opportunity for the 
expression of approval being allowed to escape the 
eager service of the felicitated audience, A poetic 
fancy Might dwell upon a scene like this with in- 
finite resource of happy images, and sweli descrip- 
tion of it into graceful romance without exceeding 
the charm influencing the material view of one 
standing with the full vision stretching from stage 
to gallery height before him, The nature dull or 
unideal to feel a spring of inspiration from such 4 
lendid evidence of culture, refinement, taste, and
